The  old  economics    commonly    taught  in   our   colleges   has   shaped  our 
attitudes   for   generations .      But  is   is    out   of  date,    unreal    and 
based  on   a   false   concept   of  man.      It   leads    to  valuing   Things 
above  People,   Quantity   above   Quality. 

We   need  totally  new  basics,  but  we   cannot   do   this   without  serious 
study.      Can   we   do   this   outside   a    university?      Very   few  professors 
accept    the  need  for  a   totally  new  approach.      The  professors   who 
have   freed  themselves   we  study  in  books,    and  by  putting  together 
the  best  ideas,   we  build  a  new  school   of  thought. 

OBJECTIVES 

Academic 

We  hope    to  build   up  a  sound  body   of  theory  which  will  be   debated 
in    universities ,    and  to  introduce   new   concepts   in  high   schools   and 
in    the  media. 

Popular 

We  hope   to  change  people's   attitudes    to   competition ,    values,    and 
growth.      We   can  show  that   a  new  economy   can  improve   the   standard 

of  life. 

Practical 


We  hope   to  suggest   alternate   economic  systems    for   communities   and 
regions;    to   foster   the  most   useful   type   of  trade   and  to  enable 
communication  between  peoples   for  this  purpose. 
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COURSE   OF  STUDY 

We  will    critically  study   contemporary  economic  writers   - 
Galbraith,   Mishan ,   Myrdal  etc.      Topics    to  be   covered  include: 
subsistence  economies ,    village  markets,    farmer's   markets, 
rural-urban    trade,   specialization ,   big   vs.    small  production 
technology   and  capital,    land  use   and  ownership ,    labor  -   as 
people   and  society,    values,   needs,   wants    and  money   and  finally 
International    Trade. 

After  this  introduction    to  economic  problems   we  will  examine 

alternative  economic  systems.       They   include   - 

Schumacher' s   Small   is   Beautiful ,    a   conserve  r  society ,    Loebl' s 

Humanomics ,    Douglas  Social   Credit,    Technocracy ,   Buddhist  Economics , 

Gandhian  Economics ,    Christian   Economics ,    Classic  Utopias    and 

our  own   Utopias. 

Towards   a  Synthesis 

In   all    this  study  we  shall  be   thinking  in    terms   of  quality  not 

just  quantity ,   and  of  the  effects   of  growth   on   the  whole   of  society. 

We  shall    try    to  selct   the  best   from  all   we  study,    to  sythesize 
that   and  to  end  with   concrete  proposals   on  how   to  improve   our 
economic  system. 

HOW    TO   STUDY 

We  will   study   outside  of  the  formal   academic  setting.      We   will 
follow  a   course   of  readings   and  exchange  ideas.      Working   through 
the   mails,   students   will   have   the   opportunity    to  share   questions 
and  new  concepts   with  each  other.      Where  several  students    live 
near  each  other  we   will   arrange   for  study   groups.      And  we  will 
hold  workshops   and  conventions    to  hear  the   real    thinkers . 

STUDY  SYSTEMS 

There   are    three   main   study   methods.      Group  exchanges   will   allow 
students    to  study  independently   and  exchange  ideas   within   a   group. 
Correspondence   courses   are  offered  for  elementary   and  advanced 
study.      Finally    there   are   large   groups   where   regular  study  sessions 
are  held.
